MOVING. 
THE RUSSIAN LEGIONS ALONG THE DANUBE. 
[By Cable to The Chicago Tribune. 

Lonpow Orrice oF THE Cuicaco TRIBUNE, | 
Sauissurny Street, W. C., June 19.—Private 
advices received to-night from Bucharest in- 
timate that the movement of the Russian 
troops has begun. Exact particulars as to 
the disposition of the forces are not 
yet permitted to be telegraphed. The 
utmost secresy is maintained by 
the few Generals and officers who are ac- 
quainted with their destination, the men be- 
ing kept in entire ignorance. Gen. Hasen- 
kampf good-naturedly refuses to give any 
information to the distracted correspondents, 
and suggests that they had better not say 
anything about what is going on until the 
Danube | 

m ACTUALLY CROSSED. 

Knowing the rigor of the Russian dis- 
cipline, they submit, and are forced to con- 
tent themselves with the vaguest hints. My 
information comes from an official source. 
It now appears that the main body 
will not cress at Giurgevo, but at 
some point further up, probably 
Simnitza or thereabouts. Three corps 
are concentrated at Ibraila and one corps at 
Kalafat. The latter will probably cross into 
Servia at Gladova. 

(THE POSITION OF AUSTRIA

ON THE DANUBE. 
THE RUSSIAN ARMY IN GOOD CONDITION. 

Lorpos, June 19.—In no brigade of the Rus- 
sian troops collected to the south west of 
Bucharest do the sick exceed 3per cent, and 
even of these the ailments are never serious nor 
ofan epidemic character. These facts are de- 
rived from an inspection of the medical returns. 
There are exaggerated reports from the fact 
that all the sick in ambulances 


and field-hosnitals whose recovery is 
likely to take time have been removed 


into reserve hospitals at Bucharest and other | 


places behind the Danube line, so as to make 
room for cases which the commencement of 
fighting will inevitably cause. This has caused 
an unusual number of ambulance wagons to be 
seen in Bucharcst. 
THE DANUBE 

is hicher at Galatz now than @ any previous 
period this season, partly owing to the recent 
mundations, and the condition of the Reni 
road is very precarious. 

The date is not yet fixed for the departure 
of the general staff from for Plolesti. 

OUTRAGES 
are proceeding unchecked in the Province of 
Tultcha. Christians are outlawed by the au- 
thorities and abandoned to the Tartars and Cir- 
cassians. Villages and farms are wantonly 
sacked and burned with a view of rendering the 
country a desert before the ailvance of the Rus- 
sians. Ghastly beads are carried every day by 
blood-stained murderers into Tultcha, Matchin, 
Babadagh, and Hirsova. The flames of some 
burning village are visible every night. 

MANIFESTO. 

Vrexna, June 19.—1n a few days a manifesto 
will be issued by the Czar on the occasion of the 
crossing of the Danube, for whieh preparations 
on a grand scale are now making. The Turks 
are sending reinforcements to the mouth of the 
Timok, evidently suspecting that the Russian 
design is to cross the Dauube into Servia at 
Gladova. 3

FALLING. 

London, June 19.—A dispatch from Rust- 
chuk says the Danube continues to fall, al- 
though it is still abnormally high.

IN ASIA. 
FALLING BACK. j 
Vienna, June 19.—The Turks, with eighteen 
battalions and twelve field and twelve mountain 
guns, have fallen beck from Ishakirbaba to very 


plateau, with outposts at Yenkini and Mezin- 
gerd. The right wing ef fourtecn battalions 
and twelve field and feur mountain cuns is 
falling back from Delibaba. The left wing 
of eight battaMons and six mountain guns 
has retired from Olti to Hirgibaaz. Kuperkir 
is held by three battalious, who have thrown up 
earthworks to cover the bridge over the River 
Araxes. Four battalions are preparing intrench- 
ments on the Bevibosen. The Russians have 
advanced to Olti, Ishakirbaba, Bakanyish, and 
Toprak-Kaleb. 

The conduct of Ishmail Pasha, Governor of 
Erzeroum, is severely criticised by the military 
authorities. Great discontent exists. 

CHANGES. 

Djemf Pasha has been attached to the staff 
of Dervish Pasha, commanding the Turkish 
troops at Batoum. Hassan Pasha rem ains Gov- 
ernor of Batoum. 

THE TURKISH SIDS. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 19,—Fazli Pasha tele- 
graphs from Sookgoom-Kal 14 that 13,000 
Russians who occupied Mexwikd and Tchamt- 
chara have been driven out by the Turkish 
troops and iron-clads. A movement has been 
taken to cut off their retreat. 


MONTENEGRO. 
MOVEMENTS OF TURKISH TROOPS, 

Lorpow, June 19.—A dispatch from/Zara re- 
ports that three Turkish columns which have 
entered Montenegro are advancing dy the fol- 
lowing routes respectively: Via Oz 
Dersno, via the Zetta Valley to Bopolje 
and via Povia to Bogetic. At the last place, 
which is the Montenegrin depot of provisions 
and ammunition, fighting has deen 
yesterday. The Turkish 
headquarters are at Arndol. Ali Said 
telegraphs from Scutari, June 18, that he will 
shortly effect a junction with Suleiman Pasha. 
In a subsequent telegram he claims that the 
Turks carried the heights of Martin (probably 
Martinitji), Goriwucha, and Velliedin after a 
three-hours’ engagem ent. 

| NICSICS REVICTUALED. 

Suleiman Pasha has left Nicsics and entered 
Montenegro to effect a junction with the Alban- 
ian division. The Montenegrins have abandoned 
Duga Pass, and are concentrating in Ostrok 
Fass. Lieut.-Gen. Mehemet Ali has resumed 
the offensive. The position of the Montenegrins 
is regarded as critical. Scventy thousand Turks 
are operating against them. 

NICSICS.

SERVIA. 
PUBLIC SENTIMENT STRONGLY ANTI-TURKISH. 

Lonpox, June 20—5 a: m.—A Belgrade special 
says it is reported there that Greece has opened 
hostilities against the Porte. This is uncon- 
firmed by advices direct from Athens, but is 
interesting as showing the tension of feeling 
which exists in Belgrade. Prince Milan’s 
visit to the Czar occupies all 
minds. it is reported that the Arch- 
duke Nicholas said to M. Marinovich, before the 
latter took his departure on his return to Bel- 
grade, that Servia had made many great sacri- 
fices, ana had certain sacred rights which must 
not be disregarded. Itis thought here that a 
declaration of independence and of war will 
soon follow. Minister Ristics had several long 
conferences with Prince Gortschakoff. 

Roumanian papers express the opinion that, 
despite any pacific desires of the Emperor or 
Belgrade Government, Servia would be 

DRAWN INTO THE WAR 
when the Russian troops enter Bulgaria. 

A deputation from Bosnia has arrived in Bel- 
grade on its way to ask the Czar for belp. 

Sr. PeTrersspurG, June 19.—The Golos says 
the partial defeat of the Montenegrins strengtb- 
cus and justifies the tendency to Servia to join 
in the struggle. 

A Vienna letter has the following: Great 
uneasiness is felt here relative to the attitude of 
Servia. Everybody is prepared for occupation 
if necessary. Participation of Servia in the war, 
which a short time ago appeared possible to the 
Vienna Cabinet, is now thought probabie.

THE STRONG BOX AT MECCA. 

Wasninoton, D. C., June 19.—Delaplaine, 
Charg d’ Affaires of the United States at Vienna, 
says the Sheik ul Islam has recently sent a del- 
egation of Doctors of Law tothe Sherif of Mec- 
ca, the direct descendant of the Prophet, for the 
purpose of demanding funds from the Treasurer 
of Islam to be applied in defense of the Islam 
faith. This treasure is formed from the annual 
offcrings of the pilgrims, which are accumulated 
in the Kasbah of Mecca. The Sherif 
of Mecca receives on an average 
15,000,000 francs in annual offerings. One offer- 
tory chest,was opened during the, Russo-Turkish 
war in 1828. several large sums were withdrawa, 


| opened in 1854 during the Crimean war, but the | 
third has not been opened since 1415. It is con- 
jectured that the accumulation of money in the 
last-named offertory chest cannot be less than 
250,000,000 francs, and it is fully believed that 
the total amount of the treasure of Islam will 
exceed 600,000,000 francs, and even a much 
higher sum. 
NOT DISSOLVED. 

London, June 19.—A Constantinople tele- 
gram states that the Chamber of Deputies has 
not been prorogued or dissolved. The Presi- 
dent announced to-day that the session would 
close in ten days. 

The Chamber unanimously adopted a motion 
in favor of the appointment of a permanent 
committee to sit during the recess. 

In the course of the debate -a Mussulman 
Deputy, alluding to the peace rumors, said the 
Government ought only to conclude peace on 
conditions which would maintain the honor of 
the Empire intact. 

RAILROAD SCHEME. 

Bucnwarest, June 19.—The Government has 
submitted to the Chambers the draft of a new 
arrangement for the construction of a railway 
between Ploiesti and Predeal. 

BLECTRIC TORPEDOES. 

Lonpon, June 19.—The British Consul at 
Smyrna announces that electric torpedoes — 
been laid at the entrance of the bay. 

SERVIA. 

Lonpon, June 19.—It is believed that Prince 
Milan will sign a convention with Russia allow- 
ing her troops to cross the Danube at Gladova. 

SUBZ CANAL. 

Loxpon, June 19.—In the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon, the Under Secretary for 
the Foreign Department, in reply to a question 
by Dilluyn (Liberal), member from Swansea, 
said it was not true that the Porte has refused 
the request of Layard, the sritish Ambassador 
at Constantinople, to permit the neutralization 
ofthe Suez Canal, forthe simple reason that 
such request had never been made. The Porte 
has not yet answered the intimation contained 
in the published papers. 

RUSSIAN COMMISSARIAT. 

Trustworthy advices from 8t. Petersburg 
confirm the reported utter inefficiency of the 
commissariat in Armenia and on the Danube. 

The Czar is exasperated. The scanty provision- 
ing of troops has caused apprehension. 
GREECE. 

Arnzxs, June 19.—In to-day’s sitting of the 
Chamber of Deputies the Minister of Justice 
stated that the policy of the Government was to 
expedite military preparations, as Greece might 


} sooner or later become involved in the present 


war. 
A FORMAL PROTEST. 

Lonpon, June 19.—The Vienna correspond- 
ent telegraphs as follows: The Porte bas in- 
structed its representatives at the Courts of 
the Great Powers to call attention to the con- 
duct of Prince Milan in visiting a sovercign 
come to invade the territory of his suzerain, 
who has lately shown him such megnanimity. 
The Porte says it had the right to expect differ- 
ent conduct, and could not but call the atten- 
tion of the Powers to the uncertain and ambigu- 
ous attitude of Servia. 

THE EGYPTIAN CONTINGENT. 

Lonpon, June 19.—The Times states that the 
contingent. sent by the Khedive consists of 
4,500 infantry, 1,000 cavalry, and 300 artill 
with the necessary cannon.

ERZEROUM. 
THE TRIP THITHER FROM STAMBOUL, 
Special Correspondence af The Tribune. 

Erzzroum, May 20.—The journey from Con- 
stantinople to this point has not been unalloyed 
with discomforts. To sun up my experience 
briefly, I may say that the fondest anticipations 
of squalor, wretchedness, and human degrada- 
tion that one could conjure up, with the aid of 
a tolerably vivid imagination, have been more 
than realized in my recent voyaging. Think of 
a tempestuous passage over the Blsck Sea on a 
miserable little screw steamer, among a throng 
of tilthy Jews, quarrelsome Tebetchins, hungry 
Circassians, and thievish Armenians, all of 
whom make common cause against you as @ 
foreigner! The idea is not as pleasant as it 
might be, and yet when you have thought of 
all the unpleasantries of the situation you have 
only arrived at the end of one chapter of my 
adventures. The next is even more horribly 
entertaining. 

But we steamed away from Stamboul under 
goodomens. The skies were clear, and the sun- 
light danced upon the domes and flickered a 
the slender minarets of the city, and along 
broad wharves it settled in a steady and exhila- 
rating glow. And the people, they who, clad in 
the motley garbs of the varioug Oriental tribes, 
loitered along the piers, or lolled in boats, or 
squatted in the sand, were as indifferent, and as 
careless, and as ignorant 

AS THEY HAVE ALWAYS, BEEN,— 

just as ifa Russian army werd not impending 
over the doomed city like a great flaming sword. 
Only about the fortifications on the Bosphorus 
were there any indications of war. Here work- 
men could be seen slowly piling up earthworks 
and mounting guns into position. The Rou- 
mili Hissar, I was told by the Captain of the ves- 
sel, was being strengthened by the addition of 
powerful Armstrong guns at a height of forty 
feet above the level of the strait. I counted 
fourteen embrasures, all in that part of the 
works recently erected. Three Turkish iron- 
clads lay at anchor underneath the walls. The 
whole defense had a formidable look to any one 
unacquainted with the hollowness of Turkish 
pretensions. But what are guns without am- 
munition, og garrisons without commanders? 

As I have intimated, my fellow-passengers on 
the steamer were not of a congenial description. 
Many of the Jews were small traders along the 
coast towns of Asia Minor, and esteemed them- 
selves 

OF HIGH IMPORTANCE, 
albeit they were dirtier and viler than the dregs 
of the London slums. The odor of garlic sur- 
rounded them like the halo of sanctity about 
the head of St. John in the cheap prints, and 
their long, greasy locks hung about faces 
that were cunning and beastly as Fagin’s. 
Moreover, cath of these fellows conceived it his 
mission to find out all about my nationality, my 
destination, and my errand, and each was 
rendered excessively angry and abusive by my 
non-compliance with his refreshing demands. 
The Armenians were less inquisitive, but even 
more disgusting in appearance. They generally 
lay stretched at full length about the deck and 
passage-ways, where they alternately snored 
and smoked long pipes, varying their occupa- 
tion occasionally by languid and 
FUTILE RESEARCHES FOR VERMIN 

among the multitudinous folds of their gar- 
ments. We had sgarcely cleared the Bosphorus 
before a gale sprang up, accompanied by an 
intensely-cold rain, against Which no clothing 
was a protection, and I was forced to 
flee the cvils of the deck for the fetid 
though drier climate of the cabin. 
The sea was boisterous, and in a 
brief space of time the contents of the cabin— 
tables, benches, glassware and crockery, Coris- 
tians and Jews— were all blended in an almost 
inextricable mass. Fortunately for your corre- 
spondent, there was opposite me, clinging to the 
wood-work for support with a wild yet pertina-

However, a letter to the Pasha 
from an official in Constantinople, together with

and I bade a hearty farewell to Trebizond, the 
Semlik Khan, the fleas, and other ap- 
purtenances of that uninteresting town. The 
mosque of Santa Sophia glowered after us 
through the mist until we had fled into the 
mountains. Our horses were ugly 
beasts of small stature, but a frame of iro 
We galloped recklessly over the uncertain 
road, my Zaptieh lashing his steed and mine, 
and further encouraging them on by wild and 
dia>olical shrieks, such as none but a Turkish 
throat. I am confident, conld utter. The rain 
came down in a flood, and soon even the splash- 
ing of the horses’ hoofs in the mud was drowned 
in the roaring of the mountain torrents along 
which our path wound precariously. On either 
side rose precipitous hills, whose sides were 
clothed with sombre dark-green pines, lending 
A STRANGE AND DESOLATE ASPROCT 
to the already sorrowful landscape. Now and 
then threugh an opening in the rocks gleamed 
the white roofs of some village, but we passed 
through but few settlements and met still few- 
er human kind. Most of the villages were re- 
moved from the main road for some inscrutable 
reason. We caught up with a company of 
Turkish infantry doggedly trudging through 
the mire to rejoin their battaliou at Erzeroum, 
but they were the only signs of war that we 
perceived on the entire road. 

Towards evening we descended into the 
Stavros Boghaz, a valley of considerable width 
and abounding in evidences of fertility and cul- 
tivation. Here, at a rather dilapidated khan, 
over whose entrance was an Arabic inscription 
of welcome, we determined to , * 

PASS THE NIGHT. 

It is perhaps unnecessary to remark that J 
was somewhat exhausted. I will even say that 
I never was so used up in all my experience. A 
ten-hours’ ride over a wild road, through-a chill- 
ing rain-storm, is not calculated to improve the 
spirits or to invigorate the body. I was, there- 
fore, quite prepared to enjoy a supper and a 
night’s rest. But, alas! in neither respect was 
I destined to attain satisfaction. Entering the 
court-yard, paved with brick, we at once found 
ourselves in a region of execrabie smells, as if 
all the garbage and offal accmm for years 
had been deposited there for the especial benefit 
of travelers. The host or khanji appeared at 
the door, sour-visaged and obese, and morosely 
regarded us from underneatha pair of thick 
bushy eyebrows, as if to ask what the devil we 
had come for. My Zaptieh paid little attention, 
however, to his ominous stare, but hastily dis- 


mounted and led the way into 


THE COFFEE-ROOM. 
It was a low, yaulted chamber, lit by a couple 
of tapers fastened to the wall, and, what with 
the weakness of the lights themselves and the 
thickness of the tobacco-@moke, it was some 
moments before 1 could distinguish any objects. 
The first thing to assume shape was an immense 
bowl, set in the centre of the uncarpeted floor, 
from which puffs of smoke ascended now and 
then like incense.

Although I had no inclination to smoke, especially 
as 1 had as yet had scarcely anything to eat since 
morning, I complied with the invitation, and sat 
down in the festive circle. Not a word was 
spoken, each smoker applying himself solely to 
his pipe and to his own reflections. 

I soon began to tire of this monotonous oceu- 
pation, and to allow my thoughts to dwell fur- 
tively and amorously upon the repast which the 
Zaptieh assured me was being prepared as expe- 
ditiously as possibie. But it wasa long time

There 
was absolutely no furniture inthe apartment 
except the mattress upon which I was to sleep, 
aud which had evidently been brought into the 
room recently, as it was damp and contained 
A LIVELY ODOR OF THE STABLE. 

Determined to take things philosophically, how- 
ever, I calmly rolled up in my blanket and pre- 
pared for a night’s rest. i had scarcely become 
settled into position before I was made aware of 
an attack upon a distant and unguarded portion 
of my extremitics by some animal of in- 
sectivorous proclivities.

EXTRAVAGANCE. 
REMARKABLE INSTANCEs. 

Speciai Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Wasninton, D. C., June 19.—The Commission 
of Treasury officials appointed by Secretary Sher- 
man to investigate the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing have completed their report. It shows 
that the many newspaper accounts of reckless ex- 
travagance and carelessness in the management of 
that Bureau before it went into Mr. McPherson's 
bands were not exaggerated. The principal upon 
which the institution was conducted seems to have 
been to get all the money from Congress possible, 
and to spend it in paying wages to the 
proteges and favorites of Congressmen. 
When the Commission began it examina- 
tions there were 958 persons upon the pay-rolls. 
ByMay 1 the number had been reduced to 419. 
and fifty-two were subsequent!y discharged. It 
sceme that about 60 per cent of the whole force 
WAS UNNECESSARY 
for doing the work. The Commission say that in 
some divisions, fora number of years together, 
the force employed was twice as great as was re- 
quired, and in others it was three times as creat. 
So many employes were crowded in on the recom- 
mbndations of Congressmen that in ene of the 
rooms a sort of platform had to be built under- 
neath the tron roof, about seven feet above 
the floor, to accommodate the surplus force. The 
persons stowed away upon this shelf had so little 
to do that many of them 
WHILED AWAY THE TIME IN SLEEP. 

In one division the Commission found vsixteen 
female messengers employed in carrying shects 
along a narrow passage. On their recommendation 
they were all discharged, and one man with a truck 
was able to do the work of all of them. The evil

ure that of others. 
t eeems that there was almost no accountability 
for the immense sums spent. The appropriation 
was made in a lump, the Saperintendent dis- 
bursed it as he saw fit. 
The Commissioner recommended that at least 
one plate printing on all legal-tender notes, na- 
tional bank-notes, and United States bonds be 
executed by capable, experieuced, and responsible 
bank-note companies, and that if it should be 
thought advisable to have a greater number of 
printings done outside of the Bureau, the com- 
pany be permitted to execute more than one of 
them upon any obligation. They do not consider 
that the same rule need necessarily appiy 
to the printing of i Internal Revenue 
stamps. They say: In our opinion it is 
very desirable that a settled policy concerning the 
method of printing public securities should be 
adopted, and that if the Bureau is to be continued 
with its functions permanent, a division of work 
should be made between it and the private com- 
panies, to remain in force so long as work shall be 
satisfactorily performed at reasonable rates.

The original stockholders 
of the Boston, Canton & Fitchburg Railway have 
applied for an injunction to prevent the issuing of 
the $2, 500,000 of preferred stock legalized by an 
act of the last Legislature. The developments 
growing out of the declaration of bankruptcy by 
Blood and Howe have shown the holders of com- 
mon stock in the Boston, Clinton & Fitchburg and 
the New Bedford;Kailways that the attempt to issue 
this preferred stock was originated by parties who 
proposed to secure the franchise of the consolida- 


tion line at the cost of sacrificing all the interest of 
the original stockholders. If the injunction is

NARROW-GAUGE SUCCESS, 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Des Mornes, Ia., June 18.—The past week has 
brightened the prospects of the narrow-gauge rail- 
road extens remarkably. A few weeks ago the 
Sapervisors of Humboldt County made a contract 
with the Des Moines & Minnesota Narrow-Gauge 
Road, by which the swamp- lands of that county 
were cenveyed to the Company, in consideration of 
the building of the road through the county. On 
Friday last, at an especial election, the voters rati- 
fied the contract by an almost unanimous voie. 
The lands are valued at $25,000. In addition to 
that, nine townships voteda5 per cent aid tax, 
which will amount to about $40.000. As it now 
stands, nine townships in Humboldt County, five 
in Hamilton, and one of the two in Story 
County through which the extension will pass, 
have voted a tax-aid. Every township ia Kossuth 
County will vote a tax when the time comes to 
vote. Already enough has been secured to assure 
the completion of the road to the north State line, 
where prominent business-men and capitalists of 
Minneapolis say they will fake it and build it to 
that city. Thie now seems to be the only route 
which hasthe assurance of success. The Fort 
Dodge interest has been strongly opposed to it, 
in faver of the Fort Ridgeley route from 
Fort Dodge, along the West Branch, via 
Humboldt and Emmetsburg. Of course the 
Des Motnes narrow-gauge project operates as 
a cut-off and diverts trade from tnat point. The 
contest over the aid-tax has been epirited and 
warm. So far the Des Moines Road is ahead, and 
has secured this aid. In Wright County the peo- 
pie have decided to vote aid to the first company 
which will build the road, —the decision to be left 
to the towne directly interested. It will, there- 
fore, resolve itself intoa race between the Hon. 
J. F. Duncombe for Fort Dodge. and J.J. Smart for 
the narrow-gauge, and Des Moines, St. Paul, and 
St. Jo, Mo. Duncombe promises, if they vote aid 
to him, he will have the cars running into that 
county by the lst day of January next, or the tax 
to be void. It is very probable the people will de- 
cide that an unbroken line from St. Paul and Min- 
neapolis to Des Moines, and thence to St. Jo, will 
be of more advantage to them than a plug to Fort 
Dodge.

PorrsviLLe, Pa., June 18.—At half-past 3 
o'clock this morning the rumble of wagons was 
beard in the vicinity of the jail. The first faint 
streaks of dawn were scarcely visible when two 
teams loaded with Jumber stopped at the 
northern side of the jail and were 
admitted by the guard.

THE CROPS. 


KANSAS, 
Special Correspondence af The Tribune. 

LAWRENCE, Kan., June 17:—Farm operations 
here have been much hindered for the past few 
weeks by excessive rains, so that some fields are 
not yet planted, and many of our low bottoms will 
not be dry enough to cultivate this season. Kan- 

as River has been very high for nearly a month, 
and has taken possession of railroad tracks, water- 
power companies, and bridges along nearly its. en- 
tire course. Its right of way has been pretty 
freely used, aud its priority of claim as freely 
granted. 7 

Early-planted corn rotted badly, and ‘*‘ planting 
over“ has been the rule pretty generally observed. 
Between working and waiting” the corn crop is 
now looking well, and promises to be far above 
our average crop. Winter wheat has a very heavy 
growth of straw, and is nowinthe ‘‘dongh.” A 
slight red rust appears upon the leaves, but the 
stalk is free from it, and no damage is feared until 
it appears thereon. Winter rye ie a eure crop with 
us. and it is perfect both in quality and quantity. 
Our apple crop seemed at first to be more than our 
trees were able to bear, but lately the lus fruit 
has withered and fallen to the ground, our 
will now be all that the trees can well mature. 
Our peach crop, also, at blooming seemed super- 
abundant, but the peach-leaves rally were at- 
tacked by what resembied a gall insect.'so that 
the leaves mostly curled; some trees, perhaps one- 
quarter, shed their fruit, and have never rallied, 
while the other three-quarters have put out new 
leaves, and are-well laden with fruit, which at 
present is doing well. Cherries and strawberries 

ave nearly all failed, while raspberries and black - 
berries are about yielding a bountiful harvest. 

In spite of ‘‘droughty Kansas, —Which this 
our ‘hopper crop, new 
settlers are constantly coming into our State seek- 
ing homes and fortunes. The new outlet for our 
beef across the Atlantic has given a new impetus 
to that branch of Kansas farming very readily felt; 
young calves at} days old are eagerly sought after 
from our milkmen at $5 each. when before this 
opening $2 was the usual price, and rather slow 
sale at that. J. Sava.

Fort Dover, la., June 16.—The "hoppers are 
doing some damage in all the counties of North- 
western Iowa, but it is comparatively slight as yet. 
They have werked im spots such as sandy soil, 
breaking that has not been turned back since the 
laying of the eggs, and on old corn ground, Where 
mall grain has been cultivated in without plow- 
ing the egge under. In such places the ‘hoppers 
are bad; but even here, when — in time, they 
have been held in check. Some fields of small 
grain eaten by hoppers have been plowed again 
and planted to cern successfully. The "hoppers, 
when caught by the Benson Catcher. may be 
fed with advantage to hogs, being worth two or 
three times their bulk of corn. They are prepared 
for feeding by steam or hot water. Of the 
several plans for fighting the the 
kerosene-catcher is the favorite — and 
will destroy from three to five bashels in a 
day where “hoppers are plenty. There is a 
decided advantage in running two machines, one a 
few feet behind the other, as many of the ‘hoppers 
will not rise till just after the first one has passed, 
and will be caught by the second. In some cases 
two or three times as many will be caught by the 
last as the first. "Hoppers have proved very eccer- 
tric this year in their habits. Heretofore they 
have hatched simultaneously, but this year very 
gradually, and are hatching yet. Instead of de- 
positing their eggs on y soil alone, in some 
places the woods are full of them, and even in 
some cases they have hatched plentifully close by 
the sloughs. whe dry, sandy soil was close by, 
but no ‘hoppers . there. In some localities 
they are said to be dying rapidly from unknown 
causes, but these reports mast received with 
caution. As yet they have only injured the small 
grains slightly and the corn none at ail. Farmers 


are very hopeful but very fearfal, —a contradi

History of the Organization and 
Troubles of the Ceme- 
tery. 
The Land-Purchases, and the Heavy 
Indebtedness Which Has Been 
Incurred. 


The Provision Made to Set Apart a Fund 


for Improvement Purposes. 


What Has Been Done to Oarry Out That | i 
„Trust—laims of the Lot-Owners. 


The lot-owners of Rosehill Cemetery have re- 
cently raised quiteadin about the ears of the 
Board of Managers, alleging taat the property is 
not being cared for as it should, and that things in 
general are not conducted as they onght to be by 
the employes of the Company. In arecent article, 
Tun Trievne gave a detailed statement of the com- 
plaints of the lot-owners, and, it seems, they must 
have had a solid foundation, for the Board are in- 
clined to do all that is asked of them. They pro- 
pose to build the lake banks, fix the drives, re- 
move the frame shanties, and. best of all. get rid 
of Anderson and Morse, the cause of much of the 
contentions.

THE ORIGINAL ORGANIZATION 
of Rosehill Cemetery, and how it was effected. The 
Association has a history, and thatghistory is very 
complicated, owing to its running in debt ands 
remarkable faculty for shinning, which was done 
in its earlier stages by one of ite founders. 

The act creating the Cemetery Association was 
passed in 1859, and approved Feb. 11 of that year. 
William B. Ogden, Charles H. Hammond, John H. 
Kinzie, Hiram A. Tucker, Levi v. Boone, Benja- 
min W. Raymond, Charles V. Dyer. James II. 
Rees, John . Jonathan * Levi B.

Schneider, C. U. Deibl, Andrew Nelson, James 
V. Z Blaney, Henry Smith, Philo Judson, R. I. 
Janson, Francis H. Benson. and such others as 
they might associate with themselves, were duly 
created a body — and corporate, in fact and in 
„name, under tithe of the Rosehill Cemetery 
Company. The eighteen persons first named were 
created a Board ofc Consultation. and the last five 
the Board of Managers of the Company, with power 
to receive subecriptions, purchase property, 
and lay out and ornament the grounds 
for cemetery purposes, as contempiated by 
the act, and they were authorized to 
issue certificates representing the interests of 
the subscribers in the property held by the Com- 

ny, and in the proceeds of the sale of burial- 

ots. The Managers and their successors were em 
powered and authorized in the name of the Com- 
pany to obtain possession of real estate, by par- 
chase, exchange, er otherwise, for cemetery par- 
poses, in the Town of Lake View, and hold aut 
over 500 acres at any one time. In the charter the 
usual restrictive provisions were inserted. 

THE COMPANY WAS OBGANIZED 

mainly by F., H. Benson, with a capital of $150, - 
000. Benson was hard up. and he got the gentie- 
men named in the original charter interested with 
him. The capital stock was given to parties who 
— very little or nothing for it. Judge H. W. 

lodgett, of the United States Court, was the frst 
Trustee of the Company. The original piat 
of land was sixty acres. This was 
bought by F. H. Benson of Walter F. John- 
son, S F Johnson, John 8. Newhouse, and H. 
W. Blodgett. It was part of the original town plat 
of Chittenden, which consisted of from 120 to 160 
acres. Benson made but one payment upon the 
land, when he defaulted in both principal and in- 
terest. He then got up the scheme for a cemetery 
and subdivided the property, which the owners 
considered was worth more than the face of the 
mortgage. Judge Blodgett was opposed to the oc- 
cupation of the land as a cemetery, but somehow 
Benson got Newhouse and Walter Johnson inter- 
ested, and, of course, Judge Blodgett, not desiring 
to be considered obstinate, to the proposi- 
tion to make a burial-ground there. It was then 
arranged by all the parties. owner of the 
Chittenden town tract, that sixty acres 
should be released for the Rosehill Ceme- 
dery Company, and that the title should be 

jaged in Judge Blodgett. as Trustee. In payment 
7 the land, in consideration of releasing the 

ortgage, bonds were given bearing 10 r cent 
interest, which were to be paid, principal and in- 
terest, from one-half the proceeds of the sale of 
burial-lots. By a liberal provision of Judge Drum: 
mond, one-fifth of the proceeds of the sales were 
to be used for improvement of the grounds before 
the division of one-half was made, thus giving the 
bondholders but two-fifths of the results of 
sales. The parties who started the cem 
etery claimed to have had mone 
enough to carry it on when they starte 
the scheme, but it was soon after found that they 
had none at all, and the entire proceeds had to go 
to making improvements and developments. For 
flve years after the bondholders got but a small 
portion of their dues in dividends, After that Dr, 
dames N. Banke and J. Woodbridge Smith bought 
from the two Johnsons the bonds which they held.

Agent for the Wi-conein Land Company, 240 acres, 
being the north part of the Chittenden town plat, 
It seems that even in those early years of the 
Cemetery things did not progress to suit the lot- 
owners. Those who are familiar with the cemete- 
ries surrounding Chicago know that Rosehill! is 
one of the most delightfully situated of them all. 

It has beautiful undulating crounds, and its loca- 
tion is such that itcon'd be greatly beautified if 
there were a competent landscape gardener 
in charge. Whatever may have been the in- 
tention of the original managers, the lack of 
funds caused them great inconvenience, and the 
debt was a drawback at all times. There was the 
$150. 000 worth of fancy stock, for which never a 
cent was paid, and which, in retaliation, has never 


put ap without a cent of capital. The result was a 
great amount of shunning “ 
Time wore on, and a floating indebt- 
edness of $14,000 wae created. It didn't aid the 
Company to have this upon its hands, but oni 
worked as an additional drawback. Judge Van 
Higgins lifted the notes a few yearsago. Of this 
amount only $8,000 has been paid, and to- 
day he has lying in his vault another 
note for 86. 000, which, perhapa, in a year or two, 
emery be paid.

THE DISSATISFACTION OF THE LOT-OWN ERS. 

It commenced very eariy in the history of the 
cemetery, and they seemed afraid that the grounds 
would not be kept up as they should unless some 
extra provision was made for their protection.

1863, the followin 
amendments to the original charter was approve 
by the Governor, and accepted by the Company:

ries, structures, and al! other things in and about the 
said cemetery and belonging to said corperation. 
that the purpose and intention thereof shall be carried 
out, and so that the sald grounds shall] be and continued 
as cemetery grounds fore ver. 

The amendment next provides that the corpora- 
tion shall. by ite proper officers, pay over this 10 
pet cent of al) sales of lots from time to time, and 
us often as they shall be required by three Trus- 
toes, who are constituted the Board of Trustees of 
the Rosehill Cemetery, and who shal! be appointed 
by the lot-owners. ‘They are to invest the money 
so paid over in bonds of the City of Chicago. Coun- 
ty of Cook, State of l)linois. or the United States. 
as they may deem best. The securities are to be

City of Chicago asa especial deposit,—the bonds 


having been first plainiy indorsed as belonging

have an existence. The Board of Trustees is au- 
thorized to ting suit in case the Cemetery Com- 
pany does not comply with the spirit and intent of 
this act, and may restrain them from selling lots in 
case of failure to pay over the requisite 10 per 
,cent. The original Trastees under this amend- 
ment were named as Frederick Tuttle, C. N. 
— and L. B. Sidway. They were to serve 
ctively for two, four, and six years, or until 
thelr successors should be appointed. ap- 
pointments after that were to be made for six 
years, one Trustee going out every two years. 
Nothing has been done to this time to enforce 
‘these provisions. The Trustees above named still 
hold office, because the lot-owners have never 
made any other eppoinmments. They have never 
made an effort, until recently, to obtain the 10 per

A remarkable instance of the necessity 
which existed for a thorough reform of the 
civil service is furnished in the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing, which has just un- 
dergone a thorough investigation by a Com- 
mission of Treasury officials selected for that 
purpose by Secretary Suerman. When the 
examination began there were 958 persons 
upon the pay-rolls of the Bureau; when it 
ended, there were about one-third 
that number. All the rest were 
deadwood, with only life enough to 
draw their monthly stipend. They 
had been saddled upon the Bureau by Con- 
gressmen as a last resort, and so thickly were 
they crowded together that there was not 
even the pretense of keeping them employed. 
They were worse than useless, these stalwart 
pap-suckers, being actually in the way of 
the few who had something to do, and extra 
provision had to be made of a place to stow 
them where their idleness would interfere the 
least with those who worked. This state of 
things was the product of the system of 
Congressional appointments which President 
Harm undertook to abolish, and with the 
history of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing in view no one can deny that the 
abolition of the system was a big gain for 
Civil-Service Reform.

THE NEW FOUR PER CENT BONDS. 
At a meeting of the Cabinet yesterday a 
decision was arrived at concerning the ques- 
tion whether the new 4 per cent bonds are 
payable in gold coin alone, or whether, in 
the event of the restoration of the bimetallic 
standard, they would be payable in silver as 
well as gold. The decision is, that the bonds 
are payable in gold coin only by the law au- 
thorizing their issue, and that it is 
not to be anticipated that Congress 
or the Executive Department would 
even tolerate their redemption in any 
save gold coin. With this decision the gold 
bullionists Will, of course, be more than sat- 
isfied, but it remains to be seen whether the 
people through their Representatives in Con- 
gress will not very decidedly tolerate the 
payment of the bonds in coin which was of 
the standard value of the United States” 
at the tim> of the enactment of the law au- 
thorizing their issue. This law, and 
also the law under which the is 
sue of 4} per cents was pro- 
vided for, was enacted July 14, 1870, and 
we are informed that the bonds contain on 
their face, as a part of the contract between 
the Government and the purchaser, that they 
are “redeemable at the pleasure of the 
United States after the ist of September, 
1891, in coin of the standard value of the 
United States on said July 14, 1870, with 
interest in such coin.” Coin of the stande d 
value of the United States at that date was 
the silver dollar ef prescribed weight and 
quality equally with the gold dol- 
lar. It was not until three years 
later that the coinage of the sil- 
ver dollar was suspended; and inferentially 
silver ceased to be a legal tender, since pro- 
vision was made for coining only the sub- 
sidiary silver coins which had long been 
legal tender up to the amount of $5 only. 
But, in issuing these bonds under the law of 
1870, and making them payable on their face 
in coin of the prevailing standard value of 
that date, the Government expressly excepts 
any new condition which may have arisen in 
United States coinage since that time, and 
binds the purchaser of the bonds to the 
conditions at the date specifically named. If 
Secretary SuermMan desires to issue bonds 
that shall be payable in gold alone, he will 
have to get new authority from Congress 
under a new law. He can only issue bonds 
now under the law of 1870, and that law 
makes them payable in the old standard of 
the American silver dollar. Long before the 
bonds shall become due, Congress will have 
provided for the coinage of the silver dollar 
of the standard value, which will then be re- 
stored to its original condition of a legal 
tender, and there will be no opportunity of 
discussing the question of right to pay in 
either gold or silver. Payment will be made 
in silver, if silver is the cheaper; or in 
gold, if gold is the cheaper; orin both 
metals, if the gold and silver coins of the 
same denomination have about an equal 
value, which is the most probable contin- 
gency of all. 


A DELICATE SUBJECT. 

Troubles come in this world from the most 
unexpected sources, and there seems to be 
unlimited supply of them. Who would ever 
have chought of a race issue and religious 
controversy being percipitated by a thrifty 
dry-goods merchant and a practical banker? 
Yet this is just the sort of sensation which 
Judge Hriton, heir and successor to A. T. 
Stewart, and Mr. Joserm Sz.icMman, one of 
the Syndicate bankers, are trying to put upon 
the country. We don't think sensible peo- 
ple, whether Israelites or Christians, will 
consent to be drawn into it. This is too 
busy a world and peace is too great a luxury 
to permit of any general warfare at this late 
day about the status and rights of the Hebrew 
people. The persecution of the Jews asia 
race was ended a good many years ago even 
in European countries; any effort to re- 
vive it in this democratic country in 
any shape will be a most lamentable failure. 
Mr. Hwrox, as the owner of the Grand 
Union Hotel, had the right perhaps to close 
his doors against Mr. Szticman ; but when 
he did so on the broad ground that all Jews 
were tobe excluded, he took a position that 
will subject him to severe censure. It is a 
position which is entitled to no respect, and 
which is utterly inconsistent with American 

principles. From a reference that is made 
to the Widow Srrwanr's refusal to make 
any donations to Jewish institutions when 
distributing her charities, it would seem as 
though there were a certain family prejudice 
against the Jewish people, and this may have 
prompted Mr. HL rox's action. If he yielded 
to any social pressure, then he is simply an- 
other addition to the long list of victims 
of woman's caprice. Certainly whatefer 
social prejudice exists among Americans and 
Christians against the Israclites is traceable 
to the women, for there is not one man 
in a hundred who cherishes any feeling 
against any other man or woman on 
account of race or religion. Women are born 
aristocrats and zealots; men are born demo. 
crats and infidels, All other things being 
equal, there is no offense to a man in a neigh- 
bor's birth, ancestry, or dogmatic belief. 
Whatever social prejudice there may be 
against Israclites, we repeat, is kept alive by 
the women, and it is rather general and re:

The 
Jews should remember that, among all 
Christian nations, they have received 
the fairest treatment from the Anglo- 
Saxon. people. In England and America 
they stand upon an equal commercial, 
political, and social footing, according to their 
merit. There is no reason why it should 
ever have been different in any country, but 
they should feel particularly friendly to the 
people who have more thoroughly overcome 
the prejudices, handed down from the days 
of Jewish persecution, than any other of the 
Christian peoples. The thrift and honesty 
of the Israelites; their keen commercial in- 
stinct and untiring energy; their important 
influence on the finance and commerce of 
the world; their accomplishments in litera- 
ture, music, and politics, have exacted a re- 
spect from the rest of mankind which · is no 
longer given grudgingly. If there has not 
been the same harmonizing of interests 
socially, it is not entirely-the fault of the 
Christian races. The Jews themselves are 
the ctrictest constructionists in religious 
matters, They are exceedingly clannish 
in their associations and amusements; they 
prohibit intermarriage with Christians, which 
is of itself an insurmountable social ban; 
and they have never taken the same pains 
nor cultivated the same opportunities for 
removing social prejudices as in business, 
the professions, and politics; and, in so far as 
this is true, they have only themselves to 
blame. At the same time, the stand taken 
by Mr. Hriton in regard to the Grand Union 
Hotel will not be approved by enlightened 
and liberal peoplo of any race or religion, 
nor will it be regarded py reasonable men as 
significant of anything but Mr. Huron’s 
own notions,—whether they be prejudices 
against the Jews or his ideas of attracting 
attention to Saratoga and his hotel. 


TORPEDOES AND IRON-CLADS. 

The precipitous manner in which the Turk- 
ish iron-clad at Matchin went to the bottom 
of the Danube recently, under the explosion 
of a Russian torpedo, is a new and perplex- 
ing problem in naval warfare, especially to 
the Euglish, who boast themselves now, as 
they always have done, on the size and 
strength of their navy. Of what avail, how- 
ever, are iron-clads and turret-ships, Devasta- 
tions, Thunderers, and Herculeses, of im- 
mense size, bearing armaments of 81-ton 
guns, if a little insignificant torpedo-boat, 
three-fourths submerged, can drive through 
the water at the rate of twenty knots an 
hour, overtake one of these huge unwieldy 
leviathans, and with one blow send her in an 
instant of time sky-high, or with -equal dis- 
patch send her down to the bottom of the 
sea? Whether, as in this case, the torpedo 
is quietly and secretly placed against the 
iron-clad by daring sailors and exploded 
from shore, or it is exploded by the con- 
cussion of the torpedo-boat, makes litéle dif- 
ference. The result is the same and the de- 
struction is equally complete. How far 
naval discipline is to be maintained 
in the future upon these iron-clads, whose 
huge strength is in reality an element of 
weakness, when their crews know that any 
instant they may be sent flying into the air 
by an_ insidious and unseen enemy, is cer- 
tainly a problem worth studying. The 
Turkish monitor was a three-masted turret 
vessel of larger size, heavier armament, and 
greater strength and speed than the average 
war vessef, and yet one man on a cloudy 
night, umperceived by the crew, fixed the 
torpedo to her hull, which in an instant of 
time sent her and every man on board to the 
bottom of “‘the beautiful blue Danube.” 

The torpedo has already developed itself 
as one of the most destructive agencies in 
naval warfare, and bids fair to revolutionize 
the whole system of that warfare. The 
chief value of a navy to any Power is in its 
effectiveness for blockading purposes. How 
long can ahy fleet maintain itself in sealing 
up a harbor which is not only thick- 
ly sown with, torpedoes, but from which 
at any moment a torpedo-boat may emerge, 
scattering death and destruction in its path? 
As one of the English papers, in discussing 
the perplexing problem, asserts, it equalizes 
for all purposes of aggression the great 
naval Powers with the smallest. Under 
such circumstances, the term superior 
force loses its meaning; it is no longer su- 
perior, since its greater bulk involves a much 
greater preliminary risk, without increas- 
ing the resources available for naval war till 
after immense preliminary risk has been 
safely overcome. And when would it be 
safely overcome? Not till the blockading 
force has assured itself that the supply of 
these terrible naval mosquitoes was exhaust- 
ed, and that no more would be supplied,— 
which is a roundabout way for saying 
never.” If, however, the power of block- 
ade is broken or interrupted, and the addi- 
tional risk of the destruction of the 
navy is involved, then is the su- 
premacy in naval power at an end, 
for if one nation with a powerful 
navy at war with another cannot block up its 
ports, prevent war material from entering 
and commercial vessels from leaving, seal up 
its war vessels, and ruin or cripple its trade, 
then the weaker Power is, in one respect, on 
terms of equality with the stronger. Sup- 
pose, for instance, in our own War, the 
scientific use of torpedoes had made it impos- 
sible to blockade our Southern ports, and, 
instead of one blockade-runner here and 
there getting in or out, they had been open 
to the English marine pouring in war mate- 
rial and provisions, when would the War 
have come to an end? 

It is this view of the problem, the possi- 
bilities which the weakest Power may have 
not only of preventing the blockade of its 
ports, but also of destroying the huge naval

There is a very serious ob- 
jection to this system, however, as the fact 
that this wire-crinoline materially reduces 
the rate of speed, prevents them from acting 
as rams, and, in general, makes it as difficult 


superiority, for purposes of offense, which 
might otherwise follow this remarkable and 
perplexing achievement of the science of 
destruction.” In other words, the mis- 
take made by the English has been in the 
construction of so many huge, unwieldy iron- 
clads, constantly liable to accidents and 
peculiarly liable to damage from torpedoes, 
and that the course for the future is to sup- 
ply their place with smaller and swifter ves- 
sels. Upon this point one of the best naval 
authorities in England contributes a letter to 
the London Tunes, in which he calculates 
that au fleet of ten Inflexibles, covered with 


penetrable armor such as they wear, would 


cost as large a sum as that for which the 
country might obtain thrifty steam-rams of 
2,000 tons, without guns, at £100,000; sixty 
gunboats of the Gamma type at £25,000 
each ; and a serviceable and sufficient force 
of torpedo boats.” The Times, Saturday 
Review, and other prominent English papers, 
consider this proposition as sound and prac- 
tical, and are strenuously laboring to im- 
press its importance upon the Admiralty. 


THE PRESIDENT’S CIVIL-SERVICE ORDER. 
There is no question on which there is 


such a decided and irreconcilable difference 
of opinion between the veteran and machine 
politician and the average American citizen 
as there is upon the question of reforming 
the. public service. The reform of the 
civil service is the objectionable and the 
most offensive measure to the professional 
party man that can be suggested, and most 
of, if not nearly all, the hostility to the 
President’s Southern policy is assumed,—the 
real thing objected to by this class of poli- 
ticians being the President’s interference 
with the long-established system of the dis- 
tribution of official patronage. 

Mr. James P. Root, of Hyde Park, in this 
county, a gentleman well known in political, 
legal, and nearly all other circles in this 


State and in other States, has, in a published 


letter, undertaken to demolish the Civil- 
Service Reform proposed by the President 
in his letter of acceptance, in his inaugural 
address, and more practically in his recent 
letter approving the abolition of certain 
offices, the reduction of the number of offi- 
cers, and the change of many incumbents in 
the New York Custom-House. In that let- 
ter of the President the vigilant—because 
vigilance is the price of liberty—eye of Mr. 
Root discovered the following sentence: 
No officer should be required or permitted 
to take a part in the management of political 
organizations, caucuses, or election "ae 


Against the morality, the Republicanism, 
and the policy of this order, Mr. Roor pro- 
tests. He interprets this order as confining 
the Federal officer in his political freedom 
to the mere exercise of his vote, and deems 
it an infringement of the personal liberty of 
the citizen to be denied the right to attend a 
caucus, to select candidates to be voted for, 
to contribute money, to hire music, rent 
halls, and pay the expenses of campaigns ; 
to carry a torch or a flag, to make a speech, 
and help to elect the candidates of the party 
who put him in office; and he points one of 
his paragraphs by ssying: 

If he should happen te live in a district where a 
nomination is equivalent to an election, he can, on 
the day of the convention, go to his closet and pray 
in secret that they won't nominate a thief, a 
perjurer, or a bummer. 

The inference from this is that if the Re- 
publicans of a district where the party is in 
a large majority be left free to nominate a 
candidate for Congress, the probability is 
they will nominate a thief, a perjurer, or a 
bummer, unless the caucus be managed by 
the persons holding Federal offices in the 
district; and another inference 1s that if a 
thief, a perjurer, or a bummer be nominated 
for Congress in a district where the Repub- 
licans are largely in the majority, the Re- 
publicans will all vote to elect such a man, 
despite his character, simply because he was 
nominated. All of which inferences we not 
only declare to be false in themselves, but 
flatly and repeatedly contradicted by experi- 
ence. The intimation that conventions man- 
aged by Federal officers have always protect- 
ed the party against bad nominations is 
putting the case a little stronger than 
strict truth will warrant, and besides 
does great injustice to Mr. Roor 


personally, who has never been a Federal | 


officeholder, and to whom {the party in this 
State, and especially in this section of the 
State, have always unanimously conceded the 
honor of making all important nominations, 
especially all the creditable ones,—national, 
State, and local,—for many years. 

Mr. Roor refers to several gentlemen who 
were members of Republican committees 
during the elections of 1876 who have been 
appointed to office by the present Adminis. 
tration, whose places he assumes to be 
vacated. He assumes also that there are 
60,000 other Republican officeholders who 
are to be withdrawn from efficient, active 
work for the party under this rule, and sug- 
gests the possibility of danger to the party. 
At the last election there were 4,250,000 per- 
sons in the United States who voted the Re- 
publican ticket, and the only inference 
that can be drawn from Mr. Roor’s argu- 
ment is that 4,190,000 of these only 
voted the ticket and supported the Re- 
publican candidates at the solicitation 
and through the active and efficient exertions 
of the other 60,000 who were serving on 
committees. In other words, sixty-nine ont 
of every seventy Republican voters were led 
by the nose and induced to vote for Repub- 
lican candidates by the humane efforts of the 
nearest committee-man. We would despair 
of the success of the party and of the pres. 
ervation of public liberty i the intelligence 
of the American people had become so low 
that any considerable number of them were 
influenced in voting by any self-appointed 
ward committee-man, whether in or out of 
office. Mr. Root,who, from a time when the 
memory of man runneth not to the contrary, 
has been a committee-man, overlooks two 
important points. First, the Government of 
the United States is a Government of the 
whole people, and is not the Government 
merely of that party which elected the Ad- 
ministration. The Collector of Customs in 
Chicago is not the Collector of Customs of 
the Republican party, but Collector of Cus. 
toms of the United States. He is not an 
officer hired and paid by the Republican 
party, but hired and paid for services 
rendered the whole people. His official time 
and labor are not to be rendered to any part 
of the people, but to the business of the

doctrine is not the doctrine of party com- 


mittees, but is nevertheless the sound and 


only defensible doctrine. 


Mr. Roor wholly perverts the language of 


the President, who prohibits Federal officers 
taking part in the ‘‘ management” of polit- 
ical organizations, caucuses, and conventions. 
He does not prohibit any participation in poli- 
tics by the officers. To a man like Mr. Roor to 
participate in a caucus and not manage 
and control it, isa waste of time and energy, 
but nevertheless there is a wide difference. 
Last year the Union League of New York 
City, on the eve of the caucuses to appoint 
delegates to the State Convention which was 
to appoint delegates to the N ational Conven- 
tion at Cincinnati, issued a circular suggest- 
ing that the Custom-House officers abstain 
from packing these caucuses, and let the Re- 
publican voters make their own selections. 
Mr. Cornet, the Naval Officer in New York, 
prepared and printed lists. of delegates to be 
elected in a large part of the State, and the 
Federal officers .were notified to elect them, 
and when they were elected he telegraphed 
to the man in Washington in whose service 
he was working, This is the an- 
swer to the impudent circular of 
the Union League.” ,This was an 
instance of the ‘‘ management” of a con- 
vention in which the President has directed 


that Federal officers shall take no part. The 


same kind of proceedings in every State was 
the systematic policy of machine politics. It 
was dishonorable and disgraceful ; it was 
corrupt, debasing, and criminal; and was 
gradually converting the 60,000 officeholders 
into a pretorian guard to govern and dictate 
all selections to office, by stifling the public 
voice, and handing the people over to the 
60,000 committee-men to vote as they di- 
rected. 

The political veteran and sage of Hyde 


Park is needlessly alarmed, and needlessly 


alarms the 60,000 officeholders in the coun- 
iry. There is nothing in the President’s or- 
der prohibiting any one carrying a torch, 
making speeches, giving his own money to 
pay political expenses, nor from voting as he 
pleases. The President's order declares that 
the officers shall not be réquired nor permit- 
ted to be mere laborers of some polit- 
ical machinist, using the time of 
the public and the labor due to the office 
managing and controlling caucuses and nom- 
inations in the interest of some patron. who 
wants to have office that he may in like man- 
ner use it for his own personal aggrandize- 
ment and to defeat some rival, nor in levying 
assessments, nor in “ fixing” things. 

In short, the President’s order is intended 
to break up the spoils system in the manner 
of making the appointments, in the charac- 
ter of the officers, and in the duties they 
have to perform. The order of the Presi- 
dent prohibiting the Federal officers from 
any management or control of political con- 
ventions and caucuses will be accepted by 
the officers themselves as a great relief. The 
order will prove to be as gratifying to the 
majority of the officers as it will be benefi- 
cial to the service, and we question whether 
there will be an office go unfilled because of 
the inability to find a competent Republican 
willing to take it because of the President's 
order prohibiting him being a member of a 
party committee or caucus. 


An association has been formed in London to 
afford material assistance to the Christian 
refugees gf Bosnia and Herzegovina, who, 
driven from their homes and lands, are in a 
starving condition on the Dalmatian frontier. 
A circular issued by the Association June 1 
sets forth that more than 120,000 hopelessly- 
impoverished men, women, and chilaren have 
taken refuge in Austria, and adds: : 


The greater number of these have now been 
twenty months in exile. and the hope of a safe re- 
turn is still as distant as ever. Those who have 
ventured to go back this spring, to rebuild their 
huts and to sow their flelds, have been subjected to 
robbery, outrage, and massacre. Instances of this 
kind, occurring at Otchieve, Ticevo, and else- 
where, have come within our personal knowledge. 
At first, the Austrian Government allowed each 
refugee ten kreutzers (about six cents) a day, bat 
this large expense could not be continuously borne 
by an impoverished country, and the subsidy is 
now reduced to five kreutzers a day, and this is 
allowed to women, children, and sick persons only, 
while the able-bodied men receive nothing. This 
allowance is most capriciously and irreguiarty ad- 
ministered; many thousands receive absolutely 
nothing, and are actually dying of starvation. 
There is no work to be got in these poor and barren 
districts, which are agg’ able to support their 
own native populations. he ordinary food of the 
people, Indian corn, is now at war prices, and, in- 
d we may say bere, at famine prices. 


A special appeal is made to the Americans as 
a Christian people, and because of their abun- 
dance of breadstuffs, while these poor wretches 
are actually suffering for want of food. The 
Hon. GEORGE P. Mansn, United States Min- 
ister to Italy, fully indorses the responsibility 
of those in charge of the charity, and confirms 
the suffering reported. Already about $65,000 
have been coilected in England, and America is 
asked not for money, but for a few ship-loads 
of breadstuffs, which may be consigned to the 
care of Mr. FRaNKOVITCH, American Consul at 
the port of Fiume, in Austria. Further infor- 
mation may be obtained from Miss A. Paul 
Irnspy and Miss Priscitta Jonxsrox, who are 
the Directresses of the Association, or ANDREW 
Jounson, Esq., Treasurer, No. 158 Leadenhall 
strect.

The rapid growth of Socialism in Germany is 
shown by the annual report read ata recent 
meeting of the Socialists at Gotha, at which 171 
local societies, numbering 30,335 members, were 
present. From this report it appears that in 
1874 they had 379,512 votes, and returned 10 
members to the German Parliament; in 1877 
they had 559,211 votes, and 20 members, so that 
in three years they had increased nearly 180,000 
votes. They have 41 political journals, 14 
trades’ journals, and 1 miscellaneous weekly, 
these papers having 135,000 subscribers. ‘In ad- 
dition to the periodicals, they print many docu- 
ments and pamphiets, among them an almanac 
called Poor Conrad,” of which 50,000 copies 
Among the business trans- 
acted at this meeting was the passage of one 
resolution which may lead to future trouble.

San Francisco, Cal.. June 19.—The following 
particulars are received of the Indian outbreak in 
Idaho on Friday morning: 

News is reteived at Lewiston that the Salmon- 
River Indians and Joseph's band assembled on 
Camas Prairie, and four whites have been kilied on 
Salmon River, near the mouth of White Bird River. 
The Indians soon attacked the settlers on Camas 
Prairie, and killed Benjamin Norton, his wife, and 
two or three others, attacked all the teams on the 
road, and had possecasion of the whole prairie, 
except the Town of Mount Idaho, which they 
threaténed. 

On Friday evening a force of 100 troops, twenty 
friendly Indians, and several citizens, left Lapwai 
Garrison, under command of Col. Perry, for Mount 
Idaho. 

MORE MURDERS. 

Soon after news was received that Capt. James 
Baker, Samuel Benedict, his wife and four chil- 
dren, Harry Mason, Henry Eifers, and Warren's 
expressman had been killed on Saimon River; 
also, that a pack-train of forty muies had been at- 
tacked near Cold Spring, and two whites, named 
Davenport and Ousley, were kilied. Five half - 
breed Indians escaped. 

After the arrival of Col. Perry a diapatch came 
through to the effect that he had arrived at Mt. 
Idaho on Saturday morning, and found that the re- 
ports of those killed were true. The Indians had 
gone to Salmon River, and the troops were in 
pursuit. 

Messages from Kamakoi, brought by Indian 
runners to the Agency, state that twenty-nine 
whites had been killed, and that the whites had 
killed White Bird, the Chief of the band, and his 
family. ä 

Lewistun has an organization of sixty men, part - 
ly fitted for home duty in case of an emergency. 
Two companies of infantry are expected on the 
steamer from Wallula to-night, and twenty-five 
cavairymen from Walla Walla to-morrow. 

Five hundred Indians are on Hangman's Creek, 
but there are no hostiles there yet. 

AN ENGAGEMENT. 

LaTer.—Troops, with 150 men from Mount 
Idaho, encountered the Indians at the head of 
White Bird Canon. The troops dismounted and 
left a few soldiers and twenty friendly Indians to 
bold the horses. The Indians opened fire upon 
the troops, and fighting was continued for same 
time. The friendly Indians became alarnied, 
and the soldiers who were guarding 
the horses, could see that the In- 
dians were getting the dest of the 
fight, and that the soldiers were re- 
treating. The Captain of the citizens’ force 
and Sergt. Lytle and one soldierare known to be 
killed. The whole horse-guard, Indians and 
whites, broke and ran—some for Mount Idaho and 
some for Lapwai, leaving the horses to run loose 
over the prairie. Those coming to Lapwai never 
stopped till they reached the post. Many houses 
on the prairie have been burned. 

HARD PRESSED. 

Another soldier who reached the garrison at 8 
o'clock on the morning of the 18th, from the fight, 
reports that the troops were on foot, surround- 
ed by Indians in the canon and. in a hand-to-hand 
fight, Col. Perry and about one-half of his com- 
mand are said to have been kilicd, and the re- 
mainder surrounded and fighting against odds when 
the soldier leit. 

The Indians engaged in the fight were non- 
treaty Nez Perces. They, together with other dis- 
affected tribes, number about 2,000 effective war- 
or. ' 

There is a general uprising of the savages, and 
the whole country ie wild with alarm. The In- 
dians are maesacreing men, women, and children 
in Camas Prairie; and se.ticrs are ficeing in all 
directions for safety. 

TROOPS SCARCE. 

Gen. Howard us now at Lewiston, but is power- 
less, owing to inadequate military forces. Troops 
have been ordered fr ma number of posts in the 
department, and will soon be on the way to the 
ecene. 

Gen. McDoweli, commanding the Division of 
Pacific, has becn telegraphed to and speedy as- 
-sistance demanded.

ORDERS FROM WASHINGTON.

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Paper by William Bross on the Indian 


Mounds at Morris. 


Report of the Expedition to Florida---A 
Devil-Fish on Exhibition. 


The Academy of Sciences held its regular month - 


ly meeting last evening, President Blatchford in 
the chair. Prof. Peabody was chosen Recorder 
protem. Prof. Peabody read list of donations 
for the month to the musent Bnd library, which 
were unusually mumerous and interesting. A 
number of names of members in arrears were 
stricken from the rolls, and the resignation of the 
Rev. E. B. Powell was accepted. 

Gov. Bross said he had met Mr. Rast, a gentle- 
man who Had devoted much time and research to 
gathering archwological specimens, many of which 
had been examined by the Society. Mr. Rast has 
just returned from an extended trip, and has with 

im avery large aud valuable collection. Mr. Bross 
moved that the managers of the institution should 
examine this collection, and, if tuke 
steps to secure it. 

DR. VIELE, 

who, in company wich his rothe Mr. A. E. 
Viele, of Aurora, and Ar. J. C. Hammond, of 
Geneseo, III., made an ~expeaition last 
epring to the coast of Florida in search 
of specimens, read a very interesting repcrt of the 
trip. The explorers spent about three months over 
their researches, and secured many valuable acqui- 
sitions to the museum of the Academy. On mo- 
tion of Prof. Andrews, the thanks of the Academy 
were tendered to Dr. Viele for his valuable services 
in the cause of science. 

Prof. Peabody read a paper oa the devil-fish, an 
enormous specimen of which, ten feet wide, about 
half that length, and with a moeth like the Bay of 
Naples. decorated one end of room. This hor- 
rible-lcoking object is conside ery interesting to 
scientists, being the only one R n to be in any 
museum in this country, and is One of the most 
important captures made by Dr. Viele. It has 
been repo that these fish lived on crustaces 
and small fieh, but in this case the stomach was 
found to be filled with a pecull@f species of small 
c- weed. 

a Ov. BROSS 
followed with a paper on archwxelogical matters at 
Morris, III., which was as follows: 

Those who are interested in archeological mat- 
tere wili find mach that is worthy of their attention 
and research in and about Morria, the shire-town 
of Grundy County. Wen the city was first laid 
out there were a chain of some twenty small 
mounds two to four feet high and seventeen to 
thirty feet in diameter at the running east and 
west along the front of the blafl—it acarcely de- 
serves the name—immediately above where the 
canal is located. They have sow nearly, if not 
quite, all disappeared; but mone of the largest 
stood, and now stands where first planted, a red 
cedar pole, perhaps twenty-five to thirty feet high 
and six to ten inches in diameter at the base. 
About this pole there is much of tra- 
dition tnat is curious and remarkable. 
It must have been a very important event in Indian 
history that caused it to be put there, for there 
is no red cedar growing within ten or tweive miles 
of Morris, and it mast have been brought from at 
least that distance. The Indians also must have 
known that red cedaris the most durable of all 
American woods. The Hon. L. W. Claypool, one 
of the substantial citizens and amegg the first set- 
tlers of Morris, informed me that the old War- 
Chief Waupansee, who claimed to be 100 years old 
when he knew him, many years ago, said 
the pole was there when he first saw the 
country; and Shaboonee, well mn to most 
of Chicago's early settlers. told hun 1856 that he 
had fished in the Llinois River seventy years be- 
fore, and yet be knew nothing Of the history of the 
pole, er the object for which it was erected. When 
the parties of engineers were surveying the canal, 
some of the assistant managed te steal away and 
dig into the mound, leaving the pole in a slanting 
and insecare position. The Chief Engineer. A. J. 
Mathewson, Reg., promptly ordered it restored, 
fearing that the Indians then in the country would 
sternly resent the insult offered te this relic of the 
past. 

in grading the street the mound has been entire- 
ly removed, but the pole still stands in front of the 
cabinet-shop of J. B. Jones, Esq., who guards it 
from the sacrilegious knives of relic-hunters with 
the greatest care. A few years ago it was sur- 
rounded by an iron railing set in a solid stone siab 
from the Joliet quarries. It appears as sound as 
wlien it was planted there, more than a century ago. 
When the engineers dug inte the mound, as statea 
by Mr. Claypool, in 1837, on the east side of the 
pole, to the great disgust of the Indians and some 
white people, they found some human bones, ket- 
tles, and other articles. One of these trinkets—a 
small silver cross—is the property of Mrs. Charles 
H. Gould (it is to be hoped she may present it to 
the Academy), who kindly showed it tome on a 
recent visit to Morris. A small silver article, made 
exactly in the form of a beaver, was also among 
the treasures found in this or some one of the other 
mounds. This, witha number of other curious 
relics, was secured by some Eastern collector of 
the Albany (N. Y.) Museum a few years ago. 
Had this Academy then been in existence. it doubt- 
less could have obtained them. 

The fact that these two silver ornaments—and 
more especially the cross—were found in these 
mounds is important, for it seems to prove that the 
Indians, say since the year 1700, built the mound, 
in which nr were found, am not 
quite sure, ut 1 think the mounds 
found all over the country have generally 
been regarded as the works of those who lived 
upon this Continent previous to the advent of the 
Indians of our Colonial and subsequent 8 
In bis first map of the Illinois River, published in 
1680, LaSalle locates the Indian Town of Pianki- 
shaws near where Morris now stands. The map is 
republished by Parkman in his ** Discoveries of 
the West. These Indians may have built some 
perhaps all—of these mounds. 

But, while Wanbansee and Shabbonee could 
give no account of the pole, A. J. Mathewson, 
sq., in a letter to Mr. Claypool, which he kindly 
permitted me to read, says that the Indian Chiefs 
Clark and Robinson, as they were called by the 
whites, who formerly lived on the North Branch of 
the Chicago Kiver, told him (Mathewson) that 

The bones du up at the ccdar pole 
in Morris belonged to Nuc-quette, 
4 celebrated Chief who was killed 
upon that spot and buried in a dug-out, a kind of 
rude trough, which our boys found in 1837, and 
from which they took the bones, a bit of red rust 
which had once been a knife-blade, and circular 
ornamentsin silver. His squaw, who died years 
after, lay beside him, her blanket intact, with a 
profusion of silver brooches and silver rings set 
with green glass upon the bones of two or three 
fingers of each hand. The death of Nuac-quette 
was probably between 1680 and 1700, and the pole 
may have been placed there at that time. It will 
be noticed that as to the time of its planting the 
account given to Mr. Mathewson by Clark and 
Robinson is traditional, and may or may not be 
within many years of the actual date of the erec- 
tion of the pole; but the main facts of the story 
are probably very nearly, if not quite, accurate. 

The Hon. Perry A. Armstrong. of Morris. pub- 
lished four very interesting articles on Indian His- 
tory and Tradition in the Morris Reformer in 
1873. In these papers, kindly loaned me by the 
author, he gives substantially the same account of 
the origin and object of erecting the pole that 
Clark and Robinson gave to Mr. Mathewson. 
From these papers I learn that, previous to 1768, 
the whole country between the Wabash and Missis- 
sippi Rivers was occupied by the Illini, a powerful 
tribe; and, as micht be expected from the great 


fertility of the soil, game of all kinds was very 


abundant. The Pottawatomies, Kickapoos, and 
Miamis, inhabiting to the east. of the 
Wabash, finding their ame becom- 
ing scarce on account of the p ne westward of 
the white settlements, would frequentiy cross the 
Wabash and intrude upon the hunting-grounds of 
the Illini. This was stubbornly resented by fre- 
quently killing and sca)ping the intruders. Final- 
ly, an alliance was formed between tne three Last- 
ern tribes, and early in the spring of 1768 they 
croseed the Wabash near the mouth of the Little 
Wapashin great force, armed not only with the 
usual warlike implements of the Indians, but with 
a considerabie — 2 of muskets, procured from 
the pale-faces, and the use of which they had 
learned from their white neighbors. A terribie 
battle ensued near the crossing. in which, owing 
largely to the terror which the musketry of the in- 
vaders excited, the Eastern tribes were Lie- 
torious. The Illini fied morthward, but 
made another stand and fought a pitched battle 
near where the City of Kankakee now stands, and 
were again beaten. They retreated to Blue Island. 
from which, after a hard fight, they retreated 
again to the north side of Hickory Creek, where 
the Joliet Cemetery is; and, driven from there, 
choy made adetermined stand at Morris, where 
really their last great battle was fought, with the 
most disastrous results to the Illini. Thence the 
remnant fled to Starved Rock, on the Illinois, op- 
posite Utica, where the merciless invaders killed 
and ong every — 11 wena, — child, except 
eleven, who managed to make ir escape. 

The Illini were extinct; but now a terrible feud, 
and at length savage war with all its horrors, 
broke out between the Miamis and the two other 
tribes over the division of the land 
which their united prowess conquered. 
aoe two weaker tribes—the  Pottawat- 
omles and the Kickapoos—fought the'Wiamis, the

LaFayette, Ind., June 19.—The meeting of the 
Tippecanoe County Bar this morning to act on the 
death of Judge Pettit was largely attended. 
Judges Vinton and Ward presided. The Hon. G. 
S. Orth presented a series of resolutions, which were 
unanimously adopted. He pronounced an elo- 
quent eulogy on deceased. He had knewn him in- 
timately since 1830, and, up to his death, not a 
ripple had risen to mar their friendship.

W. H. PECKHAM. 
THE BAR ASSOCIATION EXAMINES THE CIIARGES 
MADE AGAINST HIM. 
The charge against W. H. Peckham of selling 
out. his clients in the suits against the Chicago 
Building Society was investigated yesterday after- 
noon by Messrs. D. J. Schuyler, John J. Knicker- 
bocker, and W. I. Culver, of the Grievance Com- 
mittee, and by Messrs. Adolph Moses and Henry 
F. Sheldon, of the Inquiry Committee, of the Bar 
Association, to whose attention the charge has 
been called. The clients have, as is well known, 
filed bille against the Building Society in the courte, 
in which Mr. Peckham’s alleged doubtful connec- 
tion with the Society is duly set forth. These bills, 
which contain trom ten to twelve pleas, are to the 
effect that Peckham, owing to a payment to him by 
the Building Society of the sum of $1, 500, improp- 
erly allowed decrees to be entered against his 
clients for larger sums than they were in fact in- 
debted. 
The first thing that came up yesterday afternoon 
when the Committee got down to business was tne 
consideration of the Zimmer bill. In answer to 
the charges contained therein, Mr. Peckham vol- 
unteered an explanation of his professional con- 
nection with Zimmer, of which the following is 
the substance. Mr. Peckham said that Zimmer 
came to his office in October, 1876, and stated that 
his former attorneys, Joseph Wright and George 
W. Parks, had sold him out in some business he 
had wita the Building Society. Ille was afraid he 
would lose everything be halinthe world, he said, 
uniess Peckham took hold of his case. Even 
then he owed Parks about $140, which 
amount he asked Peckbam to lend him 
to liquidate that debt. Peckham finally 
consented to lend him the amount and to under- 
take his case against the Building Society, provided 
Zimmer would give him the full management of it. 
This suited Zimmer, and Peckham took the case. 
Since then be had advanced all of Zimmer's costs, 
aid all the expenses, and had loaned him about 
8.50 in cash for actual living expenses, to send his 
children to school, buy them shoes and stockings, 
etc. Mr. Petkham said he had bestowed a great 
deal of care inthe preparation of Zimmer's case, the 
evidence in which covered nearly 500 pages. When 
everything was ready it was brought before Judge 
Farwell, who, after listening to an argument last- 
ing four days, delivered his famous decision 
refiecting on the character of tbese building 
societies, in which the capitalists were the 
real members, and in which the poor borrowers had 
no voice. This decision, sald Mr. Peckham, was 
unsatisfactory to the Society, which concluded to 
take an appeal. fle investigated the cost of going 
to the Supreme Court, and found it would be some- 
thing like $150.. Zimmer had no money to go on. 
Peckham had already advanced all he could. and 
suggested to Zimmer that the best course to take 
would be to compromise with the Society. Zim- 
mer told Peckham to do what hethought was 
right, saying that he had perfect confidence in 
him. The Society was ready to settle, but they 
asked quite a large amount of money. Another 
interview was held with Zimmer, at which Peck- 
ham laid the facts before him. and said that the 
Society would require them 
TO ENTER INTO A STIPULATION. 

This stipulation was drawn up, blanks being left 
for the figures, and signed by 41 — who said to 
Peckham: Get them down as jow as you can and 
I will try to raise the money on some property to 

ay them.“ Peckham figured with the Society for 
wo or three weeks thout making very great 
headway. There was something like $1,500 due 
by Zimmer to beBsettied, according to Judge Far- 
well's decision. If the case went to the Supreme 
Court, questions would arise about the debt, the 
contract, whether the law which made the Build- 
ing Society was constitutional or not, and whether 
the original contract was usurious or not.

WATER-RATES. 
THAT PROPOSITION TO REDUCE THEM. 
Last Monday night, in the Council meeting, Ald. 
Sweeney offered a resolution, which on the face of 
it, as it looks on paper, would donbtless be pop- 
ular with the mass of the people, who know very 
little about thé management of the city's affairs. It 
was to the effect that whereas, the Water-Works 
of the city were completed, and®would be of no 
further expense, save the ordinary cost of oper- 
ating, and the payment of the interest on the 
water-loan bonds as it becomes due; the water- 
rates charged to consumers were as high now as 
when the times were ‘* booming, —in most cases 
exceeding tue amonnt of all other taxes the house- 


owner hae to pay, and were in the aggregate annual'ly 
several hundred thoneand dollars more than would 
be required in the future to pay all the expenses 
required to run the machine; therefore, resolved, 
that a special committee be appointed to look into 
the matter, etc. 

As regards the reduction mentioned in this pre- 
amble, the Mayor is not in favor of it. He says 
that the reduction which could consistently be 


pecially at present. Never until last year, he 
averred, had the tax been anv more than adequate 
to meet the expense of running the Water-Works. 
Last year there was a surplus of perhaps $30,000 
or 340,000, which was made by his strenuous ex- 
ertions in cutting down expenses. These he reduced 
$50, 000 by discharging help, purchasing coal at more 
favorable terms, etc. He desires to see a surplus 
to the water account. He says it will not be wasted 
or hvarded, but will come into good play at any 
time, in extending water-pipes, in case of acci- 
dent, and to provide for other things which might 
come up, where it would be absolntely necessary 
to take immediate action, and which would not 
admit of the delay attenaant upon the levying of 
a tax. TheCrib might receive some damage, or 
the tannels might cave in; there was no telling 
what might occur at almost any time. : 

The Mayor says, however, that the pumping 
capacity of the Water-Works in this city is 80, - 
000,000 of gallons a day; it does not cost 
as much in proportion to pump this amount 
as it does to pump the 40, 000, 000 
which the city nowuses. It micht be safe to try a 
reduction in rates. if it ever came to pass that the 
people used 75,000,000 gallons, but he does not 
think it would answer now. In his opinion the 
water tax was the jastest tax there was, and one 
which ‘the people grumbled the least in paying. 
The water-rates had been collected up closer, he 
said, during the past year than they ever had been 
before. Many people paid a water-tax who paid 
none other. 

Comptroller Farwell was consuked on the sub- 
ject, and he expressed the same opinion as the 
Mayor. He said he had expected some such thing 
as this. Juet as soon as the work of retrench- 
ment had fairly gotten in working order, the 
people were clamorous fora reduction in rates; 
and as soon as it was found out that the bonds 
were at a premium a how! was raised for the ben- 
efitof the poor man, who, in bis opinion, re- 
ceived more attention than the property-owners 
themselves. The interest on the water bonds 
amounted to $510,000 annually; the amount of 
water rates Jast year was upward of $700. 000, and 
it was not true, as stated in the preamble of the 
resolution, that the collections amonnted to sev- 
eral hundred thoussnd dollars more than was re- 
quired to run the Water- Works. 
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SOLDIERS’ HOME.

The Superintendent, James A. Stewart, pre- 
sented the annual report, showing that June 1. 
1876, there were seventeen inmates, fifty-nine 
were received anda like number were discharged 
daring the year, one died, andthe Home now 
shelters sixteen. The report was adopted. ‘ 

The expense account for the year showed that 
$5,085.81] had been expended. Treasurer's ac- 
count there was none, Gen. McArthur, the former 
Treasurer, not being in a condition to furnish one. 

The election of officers for the ensuing year re- 
sulted as follows: President, Dr. R. C. Hamill; 
Vice-President, Mrs. Henry Sayres; Secretary, 
Mre.

The Secretary read a note from Mr. Thomas B. 
Bryan, in which that gentleman tendered bis 
resignation as a member of the Board, and rec- 
ommended that the Home de closed and ite work 
amalgamated with that of some other institution of 
a like character. He also advised that the property 
of the Home should not be disposed of at a sacri- 
fice, but that an Advisory Board should bé formed 
yn order to protect the interests of the institution. 
The Board declined to accept the resignation. 

Miss Blackie offered a resolution providing for 
the closing of the Home at the earlicet possible 
date. The resolution prevailed, and a committee 
consisting of Mmes. Brayman, Meyrick, Ham- 
ill, Sayers, and Blackie was appointed to consider 
the matter.

weeks ago, Sullivan claiming more than Lewis was 
willing to give him. In the scuffle that ensued 
Sullivan found himself getting the worst 
oe. and, drawi a knife, plung- 
ed it right aud eft at his an- 
tagonist, soon disabling him. Tae police did 
not hear of the affair until some time after. Officer 
Rice arrested Sullivan and locked him up at the 
Deering Street Station. Lewis was found to be 
seriously wourded three times, once in the abdo- 
men, once in the left breast. 
in the face. He was for 
treatmentto the County Hospital, but, owing to 
the distance of that institution from the centre of 
the city and the scene of the crime, it could not 
last evening be learned what the attending physi- 
cian thought of the case. The wounds are very 
deep and large, therefore it is safe to concinde that 
Lewis is not likely to recover specdily.
